Reading 
lessons are also given to those who 
are illiterate. pet te, 
A housing project is beginning in 
which the people help to build 
houses. Otherwise they are living in 
cave-like rooms where there are no 
windows. Another need seen by the 
missions is to provide three free 
meals a day. Often a festival is given 
at the mission, the purpose of which 
is to attract the families of the boys 
to have a good meal. 
The mission is not government 
supported, but supported by 
donations from people of the United 
States and Ecuador. The directors of 
the mission are trying to make it 
self-sufficient so they can move on to 
begin new missions. Besides Ssiter 
Miguel and Father Halligan, there 
are teachers, cooks, janitors and 
five Peace Corp workers.

Maintenance of security 
everyone’s responsibility

Security is a word used frequently in our 
daily lives. It is a word which signifies a value 
often taken for granted; it is a word we 
associate with safety, comfort, confidence, 
and the list goes on. 

In a certain sense, security is an abstract 
term meaning a feeling we possess. But we 
must rely on particular measures to be 
achieved before this feeling is brought forth. 
‘A few questions could be asked: when does 
one feel secure? How does one obtain 
security? How is it violated and by whom? 

In answering such questions, one is posed 
with analyzing what security really is. And so 
in defining security, we find one concept to 
mean ‘the freedom from danger, fear, 
anxiety.’’ Do we feel secure when we know we 
are free from harm, when we know we are 
safe and feel comfortable and relaxed in our 
environment? If we have a feeling of danger 
and anxiety, are we really free? Are we 
capable of doing as we would like, or are we 
hindered by what may lurk around the cor- 
ner? 

Another definition of security would be ‘‘the 
freedom from uncertainty or doubt.” This 
includes the ‘‘sureness of technique and basis 
for confidence.’’ Do we feel secure when we 
are certain of where we are, who we are with, 
and the sureness of what we are doing? Do we 
feel secure when we are certain that what we 
are doing is correct? Is it only in a positive 
sense? Could we also feel secure when we 
aren’t free from doubt....when we are aware 
of what lies ahead of us and the problems that 
may need to be confronted with? Are we 
secure when we have the double perspective 
of feeling free from uncertainties and yet 
being aware of uncertainties that we could be 
put up against? 

“Measures taken to ensure against surprise 
attacks” is yet another way to look at 
security. Are we secure when we know 
measures have been taken to ensure our 
safety? Do we feel secure when measures 
have been taken and we don’t understand the 
grave importance of such measures? Do we 
take these measures of security for granted? 

In line with this idea is “property given or 
serving to make secure enjoyment or en- 
forcement of a right.” Do we feel secure when 
we are given the rules and materials needed 
for security? Or can we also feel secure when 
we are capable of making measures our- 
selves to ensure security? Do we find an 
activity or event to be more enjoyable when 
we are certain that maintenance of security is 
being enforced? 

A final way to look at security is ‘one who 
becomes surety for another or engages 
himself for performance of another’s 
obligation.” Do we feel secure when we know 
others around are taking measures for all? 
Do we also feel secure when all around with 
the exception of one are taking measures to 
maintain security? Do we obtain security 
when we take measures to help someone to 
ensure his own confidence and securit: ? Do 
we obtain security when we behave in a 
caring manner as in being aware of others 
with whom we have contact with? Do we feel 
secure when we know rules are being 
violated? And do we feel secure when we 
know rules are capable of being violated? 

It can be seen that many questions can be 
asked and need to be answered before 
security is reached. 

As we look around, we see policemen the 
military, teachers, parents, and ever 
inanimate objects such as sirens, keys, and 
locks, to aid in enhancing a feeling of a 
security. 

Even on our campus, we see the issuance of 
keys to main doors to allow each of us the 
right of freedom, and yet we are faced with 
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Even without such ‘‘property measures, 
we are faced with securing our rights and 
pleasures in everyday life. Often, we see 
many individuals moving to and fro from 
different buildings, often preoccupied with 
other thoughts, and often alone. In most 
cases, it is just common sense needed to tell 
when it is safe and when it is not. Often it 
seems that we aren’t aware of what could 
happen, or we feel “‘it’ll never happen to me.’ 
It is only after something has occurred that 
we realize the value security plays in our 
lives. 

Obtaining security is a responsibility all 
people have with regard to others and 
themselves. Without security, we live in a 
world full of anxieties and worries. This does 
not mean that if we do have security, we are 
free of all uncertainities, and everything is 
perfect. It means that with security we are 
aware of the responsibilities each has to 
maintain to obtain a feeling of safeness, 
confidence and thus security. Security is a 
responsibility that must be given 100 percent 
by each and every individual for “our 
security is only as good as the most careless 
person,”

Rose O’Toole 
Hall contains the new freshman residence 
wing, the assembly hall, freshman study hall 
and classrooms. The science building has 
been named Catherine Byrne Hall. Eliza 
Kelly Hall is the fine arts building, which 
contains the music conservatory, art studio, 
radio studio, city student’s lounge, alumnae 
office and registrar’s office. 

The recreation building was named for the 
Reverend Terence Donaghoe, the priest 
associated with Mother Clarke in the founding 
of the BVM community. ; 

The name of the chapel and library 
building, Mary Bertrand Hall, was chosen in 
tribute to Sister Mary Bertrand, superior of 
the community for two terms around the 
beginning of this century. It was she who was 
responsible for the building of the chapel and 
of the fine arts building. 


With no intention to slight alumnae 
of 1946, an entry for 30 years 
ago is not included because the

marke college is a corporation, 
which governs itself in accordance 
with Iowa state laws. Like any other 
corporation that has a board of 
directors to guide it, the care of 
Clarke College, a non-profit cor- 
poration, is entrusted to a group of 
persons representing the public, a 
Board of Trustees. ; 

Functioning unobtrusively, 
executing the majority of their 
duties through the college president, 
whom they elect, the Board of 
Trustees, state the bylaws of the 
college, is responsible for assuring 
that the college fulfills its purposes, 
electing the president and officers of

30, although the number of members 
may vary from 20-40. Under 
previous bylaws, the Board was 
comprised totally of Sisters of 
Charity of the Blessed Virgin;
